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Selectmen 
Stand Pat 
On Land 


Despite concerted efforts of An- 
dover Village Improvement Society 
members to have tax-title land 
bordering the Shawsheen River 
given to the Conservation Com- 
mission, the selectmen Tuesday 
night stood pat on their original 
action of holding onto the land 
themselves. 

Letters have been sent to news- 
papers and to the selectmen during 
the past two weeks by AVIS people 
urging that the two lots between 
the Gillette and Reichhold build- 
ings be given to the Conservation 
Commission, instead of the select- 
men holding them. 

Chairman Robert A. Watters 
had previously explained the 
board’s position, explaining that 
for the present the board chose to 
hold onto the lots but would not 
arbitrarily release them. He noted 
the acreage isin an industrial zone, 
and the board was cognizant that 
the land bordered the Shawsheen 
River. 

Selectman William Stewart 
spoke out against the AVIS actions 
of the past two weeks, noting that 
the board was wel! aware of pollu- 
tion problems in the Shawsheen, 
He said, with regard to the AVIS 
drive, he did not like pressure 
tactics and ‘‘I, for one, don’t like 
being pushed.’’ 

Claus O. Dengler, president of 
AVIS said the only appeal was to 
have the lots given to the control 
of the Conservation Commission, 
for conservation purposes. 

The land could be used for 
recreation and also as protection 
of the Shawsheen river, Dengler 
said. 

Selectman Roger W, Collins 
commented that he thought the 
letter which appeared in public 
print was disparaging toC hairman 
Watters. 

Collins went on to say that the 
land was valuable and expensive 

as it now stands in industrial 
classification. As such it is worth 
in the vicinity of $10,000 per acre, 
while as conservation land it would 
be $3,000. Later in the meeting 
Collins said he did not think any 
member of the board would sacri- 
fice the riverbank. 

Selectman Sidney P. White asked 
the AVIS members about their 
sudden interest, noting there was

The ecology movement is not, 
and should not be, a movement 
reserved for designated Earth 
Days and Clean-Up Days. Clearly, 
the problems it seeks to solve, 
be they pollution from industry, 
sewage from homes, exhaust from 
vehicles, unnecessary births, or 
nuclear fallout, are not limited to 
these specific days. Rather, they 
are elements of an ever present 
and rapidly expanding destruction 
of the world in which we live. The 
ecology movement is, then, en- 
gaged in a struggle against time 


and. apathy to save the. human, 


species from disaster. 

To this end Andover ecology ac- 
tivists of all ages have been ex- 
panding their activities since Earth 
Day. The Andover Village Im- 
provement Society, originally con- 
cerned only with setting aside 
beautiful tracts of land, has now 
taken on a very active interest 
in combatting pollution. They 
participated in the Earth Day ac- 
tivities and are now hard at work 
cleaning up the Shawsheen River. 

Concerned students from 
Andover HighSchool, Phillips Aca- 
demy, Abbot Academy, and the 
Junior High Schools have since 
December joined in organizing ac- 
tivities such as Earth Day. 

Since then, the students have 
been focusing their efforts on 
stores within the town, with res- 
pect to pesticides, phosphates in 
detergents, and no deposit-no re- 
turn bottles. 

Concerned students are now cir- 
culating a petition among local 
consumers above the age of 21 
asking supermarkets and hard- 
ware stores to stop selling DDT, 
DDD, Aldrin, Dieldrin, Endrin, 
Toxaphene, Heptachlor, Chlor- 
dane, BHC, or any insecticidal 
products containing any of these. 

In addition the petition asks 
that the herbicides 2.4D and 2,4,5T 
be removed from the market. The 
Agriculture Department has in- 
stituted bans on the interstate 
sale of these herbicides for use 
around human habitations, ponds 
and riverbanks, and prepared a 
list of the 267 commercial pro- 
ducts using 2,4,5T as a warning 
to customers, 

The U, S, Department of Health, 
Education, and Welfare is trying 
to ban all the pesticides listed

above, since they have all been 
found to be either mutagenic 
(mutation-causing), teratogenic 
(birth defect-causing), and/or car- 
cinogenic (cancer-causing). But 
the chemical companies have ini- 
tiated stalling proceedings in court 
which could drag on for years. 
The state has laws against many 
of the pesticides, but they apply 
only to outdoor use and are un- 
enforceable. The student petition 
therefore seeks a more immediate 
local ban. 600 signatures have 
already been obtained. : 

,Andover’s . Town, Hall has _.of- 
fered its services in helping towns- 
people get rid of dangerous pesti- 
cides. If you have any pesticides 
you want to dispose of, phone 
475-0567 at Town Hall to arrange 
for them to be picked up. Please 
place all pesticides in plastic bags. 

The Co-Op has already removed 
the dangerous pesticides from its 
shelves. The manager, Ray Ful- 
ler, has also decided to emphasize 
low phosphate detergents and re- 
turnable bottles. 

We shall continue to press for 
changes at the consumer level. 
We shall also continue our cam- 
paign to clear the Shawsheen River 
of trash, sewage, and industrial 
waste. In addition we will work to 
elect representatives concerned 
about our environment in Novem- 
ber. All our various activities 
as well as current information will 
be relayed to our fellow towns- 
people through this column.

According to latest school and 
building committees plans, Stowe 
will house the school’s adminis- 
trative offices for afew years, with 
Jackson School, instead of Stowe, 
razed to provide space for the 
Central School addition, 

The present administrative. of- | 
fices would be used for increased’ 
instructional areas in the latest 
plans which Architect Frank 
Crimp’s office has presented to the 
Central School Building Com-__ 
mittee. 

The school superintendent and 
town manager held a conference at 
East Junior High on Tuesday, to 
determine the priorities for sum- 
mer repair work at that building 
and Dr. Seifert met with East 
Junior High parents Wednesday 
night to inform them of plans. 

Superintendent Dr. Kenneth R, 
Seifert responded to urgent re- 
quests from East Junior High ad- 
ministrators and parents for 
answers on school repair plans at 
the Education Town Meeting May 
11. He pointed out that whatever 
the eventual destiny of the building, 
it would be a junior high for the 
next four years, since it takes that 
long.to develop and build a replace- 
ment he said the building would be 
repaired, since ‘‘the kids that go 
through East junior high for the 
next four years only go to junior 
high once,’? and pointed out that 
$200,000 of the repair money ap- 
propriated by the town for repair 
of East still was available.

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Editorial Comment 


We’re Proud 


Andover most assuredly displayed a solemn tribute to 
its dead on Monday, during the traditional Memorial Day 
observance. 

There was a commendable turnout by veterans organiza- 
tions, other organizations and by residents of the commu- 
nity as well at the principal ceremony and along the 
parade route. 

There were the tributes paid at the cemeteries. 

Particularly noteworthy, was the solemnity of the occa- 
sion. 

The demonstrations were absent and the day was pro- 
perly observed as one of tribute to our honored dead. 

One resident, watching the ceremonies, as well as the 
marchers, as they left Memorial Auditorium for Phillips 
Academy, commented, ‘‘Makes you proud to be an Ameri- 
can,” 

The comment could not have had more meaning for An- 
dover’s observance. 


Unfortunate 


We view with some degree of alarm the educational 
situation in Methuen. 

One might presume that the education system of another 
community has little to do with us, here, in Andover, 

The professional educators in the area, meet constant- 
ly, however, seeking improvements in the development of 
educational programs. 

The recent resignation of Supt. Arthur Saker in Methuen, 
due to reported pressure, is one which is regrettable. 

In recent years, the Greater Lawrence educational ad- 
ministration has taken on new dimension, through new 
' superintendencies in all of the towns and in Lawrence. 

Andover was never actually plagued by political in- 
fluence within its school system or school committee, al- 
though there have been differences of opinion from time to 
time. 

Other communities have and Methuen has not been 
exempt. 

Mr. Baker was opposed by some members of the school 
committee who preferred to apparently maintain a status 
quo attitude toward education. 

The superintendent had introduced some innovations 
into the system. 

His colleagues; including Supt. Kenneth . Seifert of 
Andover, have expressed regret at his decision to leave 
the area. 

Having worked with him, Dr. Seifert and the other super- 
intendents, know of his ability. 

It only further emphasizes the fact that professional 
education and politics do not make a palatable mixture. 


Reappointment 


The reappointment of Dr. Albert J. Greenberg to the 
Finance committee by Moderator Arthur Williams was, we 
feel, a commendable move. 

Dr. ‘Greenberg has been chairman of the FinCom for the 
past two years and has performed excellent service. 

His reappointment became a subject of political contro- 
versy last March, but the re-election of Williams apparent- 
ly assured his continued service on the FinCom. 

Dr. Greenberg has been a conscientious member of the 
committee since his appointment and has spent consider- 
able hours working in the best interests of the community 
in an unpaid position. : 

He has exercised an attitude of cautious spending by 
the town, while at the same time realizing the needs to 
meet the constantly increasing growth, 

He has had members of his committee meeting with de- 
partment heads in order to familiarize themselves with the 
operations of the various offices and their needs. 

As chairman last year, he spent countless hours review- 
ing the school department budget as it was being drawn up, 
with the result that the finished product had almost unan- 
imous FinCom approval, as well as that of the townspeople 
at town meeting. 

As we have said before, Andover has been fortunate in 
having citizens willing to serve the needs of the commu- 
nity.
